whose Life and Times of Cavour and Life and Letters 
of John Hay are distinguished in the field of biographical 
literature, is a fellow of the American Academy of Arts 
and Letters and Foreign. Fellow of the Lincei at Rome. 
Mr. Thayer was for many years editor of the Harvard 
Graduates' Magazine, and since his graduation from 
Harvard in 1881 has devoted his life to literature. 

John Corbin, 

essayist, critic, novelist, and dramatist, is a searching 
student of social evolution. Mr. Corbin's published 
works include: Which College for the Boy, Husband, 
The Forbidden Guests, and The Edge. 

Richard P. Strong, M.D., 

the eminent biologist, was attached to Headquarters, 
A. E. F., during the war, as member of the Investigating 
Committee and Inter-Allied Sanitary Commission, and 
was also Director of the Department of Medical Re- 
search of the American Red Cross. Dr. Strong was also 
the organizer of the Inter-Allied Medical Conference, 
held at Cannes in 1919, and General Medical Director of 
the League of Red Cross Societies organized in August of 
that year. He has now resumed his work as head of 
the School of Tropical Medicine at Harvard University. 

Sydney Brooks 

is one of the ablest of English publicists. His contribu- 
tions to important magazines on both sides of the At- 
lantic have won him an international reputation. 

Samuel L. M. Barlow, 

son of the distinguished New York jurist, Peter Barlow, 
was graduated from Harvard in 1914. During the War 
he served abroad in the Intelligence Corps of the United 
States Army. He has written dramatic and literary 
criticism, and is a composer of individual style. He was 
First Chairman of the New York Community Chorus.
